would lead us -to oxpect. Why this 
ja so it would be difliculk to ox- 
plain.. Still moro dificult would it be to 
justify such conduct. As it happens, most 
of the foreigners in Formusn are British 
subjects, to whose initiative and enorgy 
and just and honourable treatmont of tho 
natives, Formosa owes whatevor commer- 
cia] value it now possessos, Politically, 
Japan has:much to be thankful for towards 
Groat Britain and British subjects, and 
apart from the desirability of retaining in 
tho island tho people who are. most 
likely to conquer the oxclusiveness of 
the real natives of the soil and to 
further dovelop the country, wo, think 
the Japanese Government might he in- 
fluenced to retain the, goodwill of. Great 
Britain, ‘This is one aspect of the ques- 
tion. Tt has another, Shovld the 
Japanese in Formvsa continue to abuse the

foreign residents, to make residcnce there 
unbearable aud tho continuiade”6f trading 
houses impossible, then the British Govtra- 
ment may ba compelled to interforo in a 
manner that will awakon the Japaneso 
somewhat rudely to their international ob- 
ligations. We aro sure the British people, 
who haye always had a sontimental rogard 
and respect for tho Japanese, would regrat 
tho necessity for such a step; but it may 
Lecome unavoidable, We see no reason 
why British subjects should not havo in 


Formosa the same rights and privileges as 
tho Japanese possess in Hongkong. As to 
the desecration of graves, that is conduct 
of n most degrading and reprehensible 
nature, and justly carns tho condemnation 
of our correspondent. Tho British Con- 
sulor staff in Formosa will doubtless sev to + 
it that the facts aro reported to Tokie aud 
London, and thet an immediate resalt will 
be the cessation of thie insensate conduct, 
and an altered treatment of the foreign 
residenta.
